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This is a decision on the petition filed November 12, 2004. 
The petition is GRANTED. 

The application was filed on April 21, 2004. However, the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
mailed a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application" on September 22, 2004 
stating that pages 32-36 of the specification, including the Abstract appear to have been omitted. 
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In response, applicant filed the present petition and a copy of the applicant's postcard receipt 
acknowledging receipt of 36 pages of specification, claims, and abstract on April 21, 2004 in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). Additionally, applicants resubmitted 
pages 32-36 of the specification and the Abstract with the present petition.

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No petition fee is required. 

This application file is being referred to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for further 
processing with a filing date of April 21, 2004, with an indication on the filing receipt that 
36 pages of specification, claims, and abstract were present on filing and using the Abstract 
and pages 32-36 of the specification supplied with the instant petition.
